It is with particular gratification that we announce the accept- 
ance by Professor Lanson of the Presidential Chair for the year 
1919-20. Few members of the Association will need to be re- 
minded of the notable work which the President-elect has done 
in a field where so many great men have laboured. Since he made 
his literary début, in 1887, with a thesis upon Nivelle de la 
Chaussée et la Comédie Larmoyante, he has published many im- 
portant studies of classical French authors, including Bossuet, 
Boileau, Corneille and Voltaire. He is rightly famous in learned 
circles all over the world for the concise and trenchant analysis 
of his History of French Literature and for the remarkable 
erudition displayed in his edition of Voltaire’s Lettres Philo- 
sophiques. His Manuel Bibliographique de la Littérature Fran- 
¢atse, too, is a work for which every student of French Litera- 
ture owes him a lasting debt of gratitude. He is President of the 
Société de Textes Francais Modernes and Vice-President of the 
Société d’ Histoire Littéraive de la France, which is responsible for 
the admirable Revue of the same name, to which Professor 
Lanson is an active contributor. We are happy to know that he 
hopes to visit England in the autumn, and expects to be able 
to deliver his Presidential Address in person.

In welcoming Professor Lanson in the name of the Association, 
we cannot refrain from expressing also our gratitude to Sir 
Sidney Lee for the valiant service he has rendered us during the 
last year. Twelve months ago, when he did us the honour of 
becoming our first President, the Association numbered hardly 
more than a score of members, and its success, inaugurated as it 
was in war-time, without other capital than the determination 
and enthusiasm of its original members, seemed very proble- 
It is largely due to the labours and interest of its first 
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President that the Association in twelve months has gained so 
sure a footing in England and abroad. Particularly, we owe in 
great part to him the beginnings of our cordial relations with 
the Modern Language Association of America. His inspiring 
address last October will long be the foundation of this Associa- 
tion’s activities, and we hope that the high ideals which he set 
for us will ever mark its goal.

“T think it is the conviction of us all,’’ said Sir Sidney Lee in his 
Presidential Address, ‘‘that our entente with France gives the 
happiest assurance of the future well-being not of the two 
countries alone but of the civilised globe. We shall all be agreed 
that no effort on our part to perpetuate that auspicious entente 
should be spared.”” Professor Lanson kindly allows us to reprint 
one paragraphof arecent letter to the Committeein whichhe says: 
“‘Le dessin et l’objet de votre nouvelle société me paraissent 
tout-a-fait excellents. Elle affermira l’alliance intellectuelle de 
la France avec l’Angleterre, pour le plus grand profit de la civi- 
lisation et du monde. Je lui souhaite le succés et la prospérité 
qu'elle mérite.”’

It has been proposed that a slight change should be made in the 
title of the Association. Its present name has been interpreted 
in too narrow a sense by a number of correspondents, who 
suggest that the word “Literature” (at least) should be in- 
cluded. Again, the present title is very similar to that of the 
Modern Language Associations of England and America and 
there is considerable risk of confusion. It is accordingly sug- 
gested that the title of the Association should be the ‘“‘ ‘Modern 
Humanities’ (or Humanistic) Research Association’’—a _ pro- 
posal not altogether free from objections, but with perhaps 
more considerable advantages. As many members of the Asso- 
ciation will not be able to attend the General Meeting at which 
the proposed change will be considered, they are invited to 
criticise it and to suggest alternative titles, which, however, 
should not be too narrow in their application nor too cumbrous 
in form.

At the close of the first twelve months of the Association’s work, 
its membership list numbered 307 names, A gratifying entry 
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from Melbourne—where, it is hoped, the first Australian Branch 
will before long be formed—has helped since the beginning 
of June to bring up the total to 350. With the co-operation 
of Branch Secretaries and Correspondents, many of whom are 
already recruiting new members very successfully, it should not 
be long before half the first thousand members are enrolled.

To meet the requests of various societies and to allow the 
Association to expand as widely as possible, a new class of 
Institutional Membershtp has been created. This enables Institu- 
tions and Associations henceforth to be admitted to membership 
of the M.L.R.A. either upon the same terms and at the same 
subscription as for ordinary members, or free of charge in con- 
sideration of a like privilege granted to the M.L.R.A. The first 
body to take advantage of the former arrangement was the 
Library of the University of Michigan, U.S.A., and, of the latter, 
the Académie de Stanislas, Nancy, France. Affiliated bodies, of 
which particulars are given on another page, become Institu- 
tional members automatically.

In the Spring, a circular was addressed to British correspon- 
dents asking them if possible to enrol all suitable students about 
to graduate during the Summer Term. As was announced in 
the last Bulletin, the Committee, being anxious that third year 
Honours students, if proposed by their Professor or Director of 
Studies, should be considered eligible for membership, is pre- 
pared to consider such students as of graduate standing. The 
response to this circular has been, up to the time of writing, rather 
disappointing, and it is hoped that those who received it, and 
correspondents since appointed, or appointed for centres abroad, 
will do their utmost to enlist such students before they can lose 
touch with their recent studies.

The formation of subject groups has now begun, and particulars 
of six, mainly in Modern Literatures, will be found in this number. 
As each group is formed, all members likely to be interested in it 
are notified of its formation, but any who by oversight have not 
been circularised are asked to take the initiative and give their 
names to the Hon. Organiser. In justice to the Secretary, it 
should be added that the most frequent cause of such an over- 
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sight is that the member overlooked has not returned his Ad- 
mission Form! All members engaged or interested in research 
work are earnestly requested to co-operate actively with Hon. 
Organisers, so that the group system may develop as rapidly 
as is possible,—an essential condition of the Association’s 
success in view of its rapid growth in numbers.

During March and April the Secretary was able to visit Paris 
and Madrid on behalf of the Association. In Paris, he saw a 
number of prominent French University teachers, and in addi- 
tion, through the American University Union in Europe, got 
into touch with a number of American graduates studying at 
the Sorbonne. In Madrid, connection was established with the 
junta para Ampliacién de Estudios,—-the body best fitted to 
represent the Association's interests in Spain. Partly as a result 
of this connection, the Association has been invited to nominate 
a representative upon the Anglo-Spanish Council, which was 
recently formed in London under the Presidency of His Ex- 
cellency the Spanish Ambassador.

The Hon. Secretary and the Hon. Treasurer have been nomi- 
nated by the Committee to represent the Association on the Joint 
Committee for the reconstruction of the Modern Language 


’ Review. Arrangements are being made by which members of 


the M.L.R.A. will be able permanently to obtain the Review at 
a ‘reduced subscription. From October, 1919, the minimum 
annual subscription to the M.L.R.A. to new members will be 
seven shillings and sixpence. Members who joined the Associa- 
tion before June 30, 1919, however, will only be required to pay 
the present subscription of five shillings. At the same time, in 
view of the important work which the Association is only 
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waiting for sufficient capital to begin, it is hoped that all who 
can will subscribe more liberally, as so many have done in the 
past. Publication of original work, the donation of travelling 
grants and the organisation of collective research, are tasks 
which urgently need doing, but which cannot be done without 
generous financial help.

A BIBLIOGRAPHICAL INDEX FOR STUDENTS 
OF ENGLISH 


[We are glad to print as it stands the following interesting 
letter from M. Koszul, of the Sorbonne, who is at present work- 
ing at the English Seminar, Strasbourg. Though it does not men- 
tion the quarterly Bibliography published by our colleagues of 
the English Association, it will probably stimulate many members 
to make further suggestions. These will be gladly received by the 
Committee, which, with the organisers of Subject Groups, is at 
present considering the Bibliographical problem in its most 
general aspect.} 


Unless I am very much mistaken, the most urgent need of 
research students of English is a Periodical Index of new publi- 
cations, including books and articles. Perhaps a brief summary 
of my proposal may prove acceptable for the Bulletin of our 
M.L.R.A. 


I. THE PRESENT STATE OF THINGS. 


Individual students spend much time in getting up biblio- 
graphies which are incomplete. What with the increasing num- 
ber of periodicals and the impe fection of the ‘ publishers’ cir- 
culars’”’ in many countries, it is impossible to keep one’s infor- 
mation up to date. Whatever one’s subject, whether purely 
philological, or literary, one can never be quite sure that some 
more or less important publication has not been overlooked. 

A. For books, there is no classified list of new publications. 
The English Publisher’s Circular, just as the French Biblio- 
graphie de la France, does not even (as the German “ Hinrichs’”’ 
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does, or did) attempt to put in a special section works dealing 
with linguistic and literary history. 

The lists given in the Modern Language Review, or in Modern 
Language Notes, are incomplete and of course overlap each 
other. The Berblatt zur Anglia has indeed a careful system 
of presentation, but practically all but German and English 
publications are ignored. 

The Jahresbericht tiber die Erscheinungen auf dem Gebiete der 
Germanischen Philologre comes too late—about three years after 
the event—and is not complete either. 

B. For articles, there is no index in England since the Review 
of Reviews’ attempt failed. There is no index in France (at least 
IT venture to think the Argus des Revues is not worthy of the name). 
The German “Kayser” is late and poorly arranged. The 
American “ Poole’’ appears at very long intervals. 

In fact the only way out of the difficulty is to peruse the 
monthly or bi-monthly analyses (not classified) given in the 
Literaturblatt fir germantsche und romanische Philologte—where 
of course plenty of things are irrelevant for the student of 
English. 

If this account is correct, one is forced to the humiliating 
conclusion that the best, though still imperfect, Hslfsmittel for 
a study of the English Language and Literature are German. 


II. SUGGESTIONS. 


Cannot the M.L.R.A. retrieve the situation? This is essen- 
tially a field for such cooperative effort as we wish to organise. 
Let a number of members in each country take charge of 
(a) the new books, (bd) the articles in the periodicals appearing 
in that country.—Of course no one need assume the task of in- 
dexing more than one, two or three periodicals. A uniform 
system of cards or slips should be adopted. All cards or slips 
being sent to headquarters and classified there under proper 
guidance, a classified list could be published, say, every 
month. (I may mention the fact that the bibliography in the 
Literaturblatt covering the fields of Germanic and Romance 
Philology, does not monopolise more than nine or ten pages, 
in two columns; a purely English bibliography would of course 
take up rather less, though not much less, as the articles would 
not be published together as in the Ltteraturblatt.) 

This list could be sent to all members, a small extra charge 
being made, if need be. Perhaps it should be sent free to all 
periodicals that would send their numbers for entry and in- 
dexing. I can even imagine that special reviews, such as Anglia,

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Englische Studien, Germantsch-Romanische Monatsschrift (Ger- 
many), Revue Germanique (shortly to be revived, as I understand), 
Revue des Langues Vivantes, Bulletin des Langues Modernes 
(France), Modern Language Review, Modern Language Teaching, 
(England), Modern Language Notes, Modern Philology, Publi- 
cations of Mod. Lang. Assoc. of America, Journal of English and 
Germanic Philology (U.S.A.), would be willing to subscribe to 
as many copies as would be needed, to be inserted in their 
current numbers, thus saving themselves the trouble of working 
out their own bibliographies, and at the same time affording 
their readers a much better list. 

An annual collection of all these monthly lists should, of 
course, be planned. And perhaps, it is not too much to hope 
that a critical survey of all publications, books and articles, 
dealing with English, similar to the Av7itischer Jahresbericht of 
Vollmdller, for the Romance languages and literatures, could be 
evolved in course of time.

ABSTRACT OF MEETINGS 


The FIFTH GENERAL MEETING was held at Bedford College, by 
kind permission of the Principal, on June 25, 1919. 

At the Business Meeting, which was held at 3.30 p.m., the 
results of the elections to the Committee were announced, and 
the officers for the academic year 1919-20 elected. Three addi- 
tions to the rules of the Association were then proposed on 
behalf of the Committee by the Hon. Secretary, and carried 
after a short discussion. These additions, which relate to 
(a) Institutional Membership, (b) Affiliation with the Modern 
Language Association of America, and (c) Subscriptions, are 
reported elsewhere in this Bulletin. 

At 5 p.m. Dr EDMUND G. GARDNER, Reader in Italian in the 
University of London, delivered a lecture on “Carducci, the 
National Poet of Modern Italy,’’ to which non-members were 
admitted by ticket. The President, Sir SIDNEY LEE, was in the 
Chair. The lecturer dealt with the literary, as well as with the 
national aspect of Carducci’s poetry, going with some detail 
into his various works, and making some illuminating sugges- 
tions. A short discussion followed the lecture, which will be 
reported more fully in the next number of the Bulletin. 

The President, in moving a cordial vote of thanks to Dr 
Gardner, dwelt briefly upon the debt which English Literature, 
especially in its poetry, owed to Italy.

JOINT CONFERENCE 


An informal conference between representatives of the Modern 
Language Association, English Association and Modern Lan- 
guage Research Association was held on Saturday, June r4. 
The relations between these bodies were discussed, and proposals 
for effective affiliation were drawn up, and, in principle, approved. 
These proposals are to be referred to the executive bodies of each 
Association, and it is hoped that before the end of the academic 
year, a satisfactory basis of affiliation will have been attained, 
as between the M.L.R.A. and these two other associations, 
which are already represented on its Committee. 
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BRANCH ACTIVITIES 


CAMBRIDGE 


The Cambridge Branch of the Modern Language Research 
Association started its activities on Saturday, May 10, with an 
address by Dr E. W. Scripture, late Professor at Yale University, 
on various aspects of the study of Phonetics. A dispute between 
two American professors as to the nature of English verse, said 
Professor Scripture, had first aroused his interest in Phonetics ; 
a subsequent analysis of many verse forms had persuaded him 
of the futility of attempting to measure lines by syllable and 
stress. A line of poetry was a vocal gesture to express an idea, 
as flowing as a movement of the arm, and as difficult of analysis. 
Examination by phonetic methods of the stressed syllables in 
a line revealed the curious fact that the so-called long vowels 
were in reality exceedingly short in duration, whereas the con- 
sonants were long; while beats were caused by these groups of 
consonants, as well as by the melody of the rising and falling 
voice, and, of course, by extra emphasis. This last varied from 
speaker to speaker, and was not so important as was generally 
supposed. 

Of even greater interest to many of his hearers was Professor 
Scripture’s account of experiments with the speech of paralytics 
and epileptics, and of assistance given in improving the speech 
of the deaf and even teaching them to sing. The initial stages 
of paralysis were marked by a loss of the finer ethical feelings, 
of the sense of type to which all must conform, and nowhere was 


this manifested so early as in irregularity of control over pro- 


nunciation, an irregularity indistinguishable to the ear, however, 
and only to be detected by the phonetic instrument. 

With the epileptic, on the other hand, it was the melody of 
speech, not the pronunciation, which was affected; there was a 
loss of vibration, resulting in dullness and flatness of utterance, 
that, again, was not apparent to the ear, but was clearly revealed 
in the phonetic chart. Professor Scripture explained this pecu- 
liarity of the epileptic by indicating that epilepsy was a disease 
of the mind and emotions, and it was by the melody vibrations 
that the emotional timbre of the dndividual was conveyed. In 
conclusion, Professor Scripture produced documentary evidence 
to prove that the sonant ‘h,’ denied as impossible by philologists, 
was actually produced by the human voice, and that in so simple 
a word as ‘aha.’ 

_ The whole of Professor Scripture’s discourse was rendered 
attractive by the force and lucidity of his exposition, no less 


a 
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than by the excellence of the charts and diagrams which he 
used as illustrations. At its conclusion some interesting ques- 
tions were asked and a cordial vote of thanks was accorded on 
the motion of the Chairman, Dr Braunholtz.

LONDON 


A well-attended meeting of London members of the Associa- 
tion, was held at Bedford College, N.W., at 5 p.m. on Thursday, 
May 1, 1919. Professor Sir Sidney Lee, the President of the 
Association, who presided, pointed out the importance of the 
London Branch of such an Association as the M.L.R.A., and 
expressed the hope that, when formed, it would speedily become 
the centre of the Association’s work. He then quoted from a 
selection of the letters which had been received from members 
unable to attend, all of which supported the proposal to form 
the Branch immediately. Professor J. G. Robertson, Miss F. C. 
Johnson, the Rev. Montague Summers, Dr George E. MacLean, 
Professor F. S. Boas, Miss Mary Gibson, Mr E. Latham and Dr 
E. W. Scripture also spoke, and after an illuminating discussion 
it was unanimously decided to form a London Branch of the 
Association. The discussion then took a more general turn, 
and after it had been agreed that the Branch should endeavour 
to establish a periodical library in some central headquarters, the 
important question of an Anglo-American Conference in Modern 
Languages was debated. Dr MacLean, Secretary of the American 
Universities’ Union in Europe (London Branch) was strongly in 
favour of the scheme, which, it was announced, had also been 
approved by other prominent Americans in this country. An- 
other scheme, brought forward by a Portuguese correspondent, 
was the organisation of a literary and historical excursion to 
Portugal. The meeting adjourned at 6.30 p.m. 

The second meeting of the London Branch will be held at 
King’s College, W.C., on Wednesday, 30th July, at 5.30 p.m. 
All Members living or staying in or near London are welcome, 
and are asked to take this announcement as an invitation. 
Important business will be transacted.

INFORMATION 
Modern Language Theses. 


In January, 1919, circular letters were sent to twenty-six 
Universities and University Colleges in the United Kingdom, 
asking each to supply (or to give the Association facilities for 
collecting) details of theses in Modern Languages presented for 
its degrees or prizes and available in the library for reference. 
Replies to this circular were received in all from eleven Uni- 
versities (viz. Aberdeen, Bristol, Cambridge, Durham, Edin- 
burgh, Glasgow, Leeds, London, Manchester, Oxford and St 
Andrews), from Trinity College, Dublin, and from the University 
Colleges of Aberystwyth, Nottingham and Reading. To the 
librarians of these the Committee is greatly indebted,—parti- 
cularly to those who sent, in addition, general particulars of 
admission to their libraries,—as also to a few members who 
kindly copied lists of theses at short notice. 

Lists of about one hundred and sixty theses in all were sent 
in, for the most part unpublished. No less than seven of the 
Universities circularised, however, return unpublished works to 
their authors, without keeping copies in the libraries. The lists 
received will be added to from time to time, and any member 
willing to lend unpublished dissertations to fellow-members 
working on similar lines, would be doing a great service by for- 
warding particulars of the MS. and helping to swell the list.

At an early date it is intended to start collecting information 
under the following heads. The Secretary would be glad of help 
from any members able to give it, or of suggestions for similar 
work in other directions: 

(a) Facilities for Modern Language Research in British and 

Foreign Universities.

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(c) Collection of catalogues from dealers in rare books. 
(2) Information regarding Chapter House, Cathedral and pri- 
vate libraries. 


Bibliographical work of various kinds is under discussion.

April 20, 1919. 
DEAR SIR, 


I am very glad to send you a list of American pericdicals of 
scholarly character, as well as of the many bulletins of Universities 
and Colleges and of special Societies printing research work in the 
modern languages. This list has been prepared by my old student 
and friend, Professor Clark S. Northup of Cornell University, Ithaca, 
N.Y., to whom credit should be given if the list is printed....It would 
be interesting to know how many of the above publications are in 
any English Library, as that of the British Museum or the Bodleian. 

It has occurred to me that perhaps this is an opportune time for 
considerably more of cooperation between scholars in America and 
England, fostered as I trust it will be by the cordial political rela- 
tions. Specifically, I have this in mind. You are rich in manuscripts 
and sometimes books which we cannot possess. We have scholars 
many times well-trained, but lacking the considerable means and 
time necessary for the long journey to your shores. Yet many of these 
scholars would be able and, I believe, willing to aid in the preparation 
of such manuscripts for publication, provided your good people could 
furnish them with accurate transcripts, together with the advice and 
assistance of one who can see the originals. Of course neither should 
be a mere drudge for the other. Each, however, might assist the other 
in helpful ways. Not only are there manuscripts not yet edited, but 
early editions need revision in the light of more recent scholarship. 
We need a completer Middle English dictionary, as well as new studies 
of various forms, as the romance, the drama, the lyric. 

Does it seem impossible thdt between us much more might be 
accomplished than has been done at any time in the past? At least 
I am venturing the suggestion with some hope that it may be sugges- 
tive, if not complete in itself. 

Let me send with this the moderate fee for membership in your 
Society. Were a periodical established, I am sure the fee should be 
greatly enlarged, and would meet a ready acceptance by scholars 
here in America. In spite of the number of American periodicals they 
aie all full to overflowing all the time, and an article must often wait 
a considerable time for publication. We need more rather than fewer 
opportunities for publication of worthy articles.

Publications of the Modern Language Association of America, Vol. 
XXXIV, No. 1, March, 1919. The current number of this journal, 
which needs no recommendation, contains as principal articles: Why 
did Shakespeare create Falstaff ?—Goethe’s Revision and Completion 
of his Tassc—Le Roman Militaire en France de 1870 4 1914—The 
Influence cf Conservatism on the Art of Pereda—Herbert Spencer 
and the Rhetoricians—A new Version of the Peregrinus—The Nar- 
cissa Episode in Young’s Night Thoughts. 
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The French Quarterly, Vol. 1, No. 1, January, 1919. This new ven- 
ture, the aim of which is described by its promoters as “de tenir le 
grand public comme le corps enseignant au courant des manifesta- 
tions essentielles de la pensée et de l'art frang¢ais contemporains,” 
will, we hope, meet with all the success it deserves. Planned at a time 
when the two countries it represents were battling together under a 
common leadership against a common foe, it appears, both happily 
and opportunely, at the dawn of peace. Its contents are such as to 
appeal as much to the dilettante as to the specialist. “French and 
English Chivalry,” “The Entente in Literature,” “L’Argot de la 
Guerre,” “Un Article de J. Stuart Mill sur Vigny,’”’ “La Chrono- 
logie des Chatiments,’’ are fair samples of contributions which will 
be welcomed by all. 


-Les Etvangers, Amis de la France (No. 5, 1 Juin, 1919), the fort- 
nightly journal of the Union which bears its name (Direction, 37 rue 
Taitbout, Paris), is another production which we cordially welcome as 
likely to enhance the gratitude of many nations to the France to whom 
they owe so much. England, Holland, Poland, Finland, Norway and 
the United States are the principal countries represented in the 
current issue of the journal, and all members of the M.L.R.A. will 
find in it much that is interesting to them. 


Memoria de la Junta pava Ampliacién de Estudtos, Madrid, 1918. 
It is impossible in a few lines to do justice to the substantial year book, 
excellent in its matter and format alike, which the Secretary of this 
energetic and business-like Board kindly sends for the information 
of members wishing to do research work in Spanish. The account of 
its activities during the period under review (1916-17), the long list 
of its publications, the excellent work done by Spanish research 
students to whom it has awarded scholarships, its holiday courses 
for foreigners, the description of its schools and bostels—all make it 
clear that the future of Spanish studies lies with the Junta and with 
those foreign students who avail themselves of the facilities it offers.
